R. Smalbroke gives us an Hiftorical Ac- 


count of the Firft Editions of the Cle : 


mentine Conftitutions, and of the Reafons 
why they were printed. Bovius, an Italian 
Bifhop , was the firft who tranflated the Con. 
fiitations into Latin, and commented upon 
them. His Edition came out at Mince in 
1562. Turrianus, a Jefuit, did alfo publifh 
an Edition of that Work, printed at Venice 
in the fame Year, and elfewhere. Thofe 
Two Writers were contented to affert, 
“That Clemens Romanus had colle&ted fome 
“ Apoftolical Traditions, which he formed 
into the Eight Books of Con/itutions, then 
retrieved and publifhed by them. They, 
therefore, agreeably to their Hypothefis, 
weak and precarious as it was, laboured 
to eftablifh the Antiquity of the Confitu. 
tions, as a Body of Ecclefiattical Difci« 
pline, but exprefly difclaimed all Preten. 
lions to Divine Authority, or to their be- 
ing a Sacred Rule of Life and Manners. 
Indeed their principal Defign was to op- 
pofe thole of the Reformation by them 
And that it was fo, both thofe warm Pa- 
trons of the Conftitutions acknowledge 
Bovius dedicated his Work to the 
Pope’s Legates, that prefided inthe Couns 
cil of Trent. In the Epiftle dedicatory to 
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whom he acquaints us, that upon a Reci- 
tal of fome |’aflages of the Clementine Con- 
fiitutions, at a Meeting of the Fathers of 
the Council of Trent, thofe Paflages were 
thoughe fo very ferviceable to what was 
then tranfacting in that Synod, as to give 
the firit Hint co the Publication of the 
whole Body of the Confitutions. After 
which Bovias aflerts, thar there is fcarce 
any thing, thae is oppofed by the Here- 
ticks, ( shatis, the Protefants,) as crept ine 
to the Church by Esror and Superftition, 
but may be defended by the Authority of 
thefe Conji:turions, and fhewn to be of 
Primitive Antiquity. That the defperate 
State of things in the Church was to be 
cured by this Method. 

** Turrianus likewife affures us, that 
they were thought very beneficial to the 
Church of Rome by the Cenfors of Books 
in the Council of Trent, and that their 
most grave and weighty Judgment of 
them was fealed and laid up at Rome inthe 
publick Regifters of the Inquifition. 
Again he affirms, that nothing of Anti- 
guity could be publithed more proper for 
that Age, and better adapted to the Con- 
furation of thofe Innovators, the Pro- 
teftants. He adds, that thefe Books were 
providentially publifhed in that Age, 
when there was the greateft Occafion for 
them, as Witneffes againft thofe of the 
Reformation, (et whom he rails very 
plentifully, ) ; and that it feemed nothing 
more was either waniing, or could be ex- 
pected for their Conviétion. That thefe 
Books were fent by God in order fo tri- 
umph over the Proteftants, and to fhew 
the World how juftly they were condemn- 
ed in the Council of Trent. That it was 
of God that Bifhop Bovius dedicated the 
Tranflation of thefe Books to the Legates 
of the Supreme Bifhop, that prefided in 
that Counci!. All this is expatiated upon 
in a great Variety of Expreffions, and is 
stienaed with a Lift of the Proteftane 
Doltrincs, that are condemned by the 
Clancntine Confiiturons; as hkewife with 
very large Scola Of Turrianus upon thefe 
Bocks, which, under pretence of explain- 
ing them, chicfly attack the Reformed 
Religion So that it is very evident, that 
this was the p-incipal View of char Jefuir, 
as wellas of his Pellow-Labourer Bovius , 
in their Publication of thefle Confssusions”. 
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This Work has been fo much talked of 
within thefe few Years, that I thought many 
Readers would be well pleafed with this 
Hiftorical Account. 


Mr. Whifton obferves, that the Confitutions 


have a particular Advantage over theGenuine 
Gofpels and Epiftles ; that the former are a 
regular Syftem of the Cheiftian Religion; 
whereas, in the latrer, Matrers of Faith and 
Pra&tice are only delivered cecafonally, and 
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not in a fyfematical Way. ‘* But, fays Dr. 


Smalbroke , this Pretence is ill grounded, 
and the Advantage merely titular, For, 
the Confirutions under a Shew of Method 
are one of the moft immethodical Books 
inthe World, as evidently appears froma 
Perufal of any one of the Eight Books of 
Conftitutions. And therefore the great Bi- 
gots forthem, Bovius and Txrrianus, found 
themfelyes obliged to apologize for the 
Repetitions and Irregularities that fre. 
quently occur in them, and to endeavour 
to find out fome plaufible Connexions be. 
tween the Eight Books , as well as the fe. 
veral Chapters of each Book. But their 
Labour was vain and fruitlefs , though no 
Are was wanting in their Endeavours to 
difcover a fecree Method, where there 
is really nothing, but Jumble and. Con- 
fufion. Want of Method in the Confitu. 
tions is ingenuoufly confefled by Bovins, 
who affures us that upon a diligent Peru. 
fal of thofe Books, he could not find any 
accurate Divifion of their Subje&- Matter, 
and that the feveral Arguments of them 
had no natural Connexion or mutual Rela- 
tion. Nay, that the fame things were fo 
often inculcated, that no artful Diftribu- 
tion of the feveral Contents could poflibly 
be difcovered in them. But then he is 
willmg to impute the Irregularities in 
Point of Time and Subje&, to be found 
in thefe Books, to the way of writing in 
a peculiar fort of Dialogue, and a Suppo. 
fition of perfonating the Apoftles, who 
are introduced by the pretended Clemens 
in his new Way, as conferring together 
and making Conftitutions, though they 
never really did fo; and as aflembling to- 
cether as alive to ena& Conflitutions though 
fome of thofe that are fuppoted to do fo, 
were at that time aQtually dead. So thar 
every thing in thefe Books that is prepo- 
fterous, confufed, and abfurd, is to be 
accounted for by an unheard-of Profopo- 
As 
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‘“* As for their other Apologift Twrrianus, 
* he is not indeed quite fo frank in acknow. 
“ ledging the great Want of Method in 
* thefe Books. He fhews every where a 
*€ ftrong Inclination either to find, or in- 
“ vent, fome latent Connexion between 
£* them, but with little Succefs. He allows 
‘* indeed that the fame things are over and 
“ over repeated inthem, but will not there- 
“* fore grant thatthey are confufed. For In- 
“ ftance, fays he, the Third and Fourth 
“ Books are chought by fome to bear no re- 
lation to what goes before and after them, 
but they bear one , though it is not eafily 
“* nerceivable by all Men. And indeed the 
‘* Connexions he endeavours to eftablith , 
are fo very obfcure, as to be invifible to 
‘* any Eye, but that of fo furious a Zealot 
“© for the Confticutions”. What has been 
faid hitherto, is taken from the Author's 


. Preface: I proceed to the Book ic felf. 


The Defign of it is to prove the Spuriouf- 
nefs of the Conftitutions, by their Inconfiftency 
with the Sacred Writings of the Old ana New 
Teftament. Dr. Smalbroke fhews Thirty Nine 
Inconfiftencies of that Nature. I fhall only 
take notice of Two. 


Dook II. Chap. 5. of the Conftitutions, Mag- 
nificence in Churches is commanded ; the 
Situation of the Bifhop’s Throne is adjufted, 
and the Title of High Prieft conferred. 
Chap 28. of the fame Book, the Offices of 
Reader, Singer, and Porter are mentioned, 
and proper Honours affigned to them. 
Book VIII. Chap. 12. the High-Prieft is ap- 
pointed to ftand at the Altarin a fhining and 
fplendid Habit, and the Deacons to wait on 
each Side, and hold a Fan, made of thin 
Membranes, or the Feathers of the Peacock, 
or of fine Cloth, to drive away the fmall 
Animals from the Sacramental Cups. Book If. 
Chap. 58. there is a very minute Account of 
Places to fitin, in Churches; and the Junior 
ordered to be turned out of tris Place , if he 
does not yield it to a more honourable 
Stranger ; together with other Inftances of 
good Breeding and Ceremeny. 

Dr. Smalbroke fays there is no jut Reafon 
to believe,that thefe Precepts aboutChurches, 
and the Jower Church.Officers, were pre- 
feribed by the Apoftles. Ir does nut appear 
from Scripture, that the Chrifians had any 
Churches in the Apoftolical Age, and much 
lefs that they confulted Splendor and Magni- 


ficence inthem. We only find in the Sacred 
Writings, that they performed Divine Wor- 
fhip in private Houfes, and particularly in 
upper Rooms fet apare for the Service of 
God. Befides, common Senfe teaches us, 
that Men in a State of Perfecution, who 
were forced to abfcond and meet with the 
utmoft Privacy, who were expofed to Want 
and Extreme Neceffity, and at the fame time 
were Perfons of the greateft Simplicity , 
could never have affected Pomp and Gran- 
deur in the Worfhip of God, or been able 
to build Churches with all the Ornaments 
and Splendor, that Chtiftian Princes in 
After-ages beftowed upon them. This Ac- 
count therefore of the Structure and Decoe 
ration of Churches, as well as of fome of 
the above-mentioned Officers, cannot poffi+ 
bly be Apoftolical, but is the Product of 
Jater and more fetthed Ages of the Church. 
Therefore the Confiitutions are a fpurious 
Work. 

The Second Inconffency, which IT fhaH 
take notice of, isthis. Book VIII. Chap. 44. 
(compare Book I]. Chap 26, 28, 34-) Presby- 
ters and Deacons are Called Auvdsus, Poter 
tates in the Church, next to Almighty God 
and his Beloved Son. ‘Though B:thops are 
not mentioned in this place, yet ic ought to 
be granted, that the Author of the Con/ituri- 
ous was a ftridt Affertor of Epifcopacy, and 
that he gives the very fame Title, and fome 
much higher, to Bifhops. For we find in 
the Second Book the Bifhop ftiled oxr Po 
tentate, Auvasus, our Earthly God, as next after 
God Inthe fame Bock it is enjoined, that 
the Bithop be not addrefled immediately, 
bue by the Deacon, as God is by Chrift. 
And eligewhere in this Book the Bifhop is 
coniic: red as a Prince and King, to whom is 
apphed by Apoftolical Interpretation, what 
Samuz! {poke of the Manner of a Defpotick 
Monarch, that fhould reign over the Jews; 
bat with this Supplemencal Improvement, 
thet greater Vribute isto be paid to a Bifhop, 
than co fuch a Pemporal Prince. 

Our Learned Author mekes this Judicious 
Obfervation upon rhofe Paflages. Thefe 
are, fays be, fuch extravagant Stretches of 
Prieftly and Lipifcopal Power, as do the Sa- 
cred Function no littl: Diflervice, and in- 
deed by no means agree with the Authority 
of the Clergy in the Genuine Writings of 
the Lloly Apofties, which is every where 
enforced by the Example of the Humility of 
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their great Lord and Mafter. The above- 
mentioned Charaéer of a Bifhop is no way 
fuited to a Primitive Bifhop, but more pe- 
culisrly belongs to him, who is diftinguifhed 
by ‘exalting himéeit above all that is called 
“God, that is, sbove Kings and Princes, 
“ and who, as God, firreth in the Temple 
“ of God, fhewing himfelf that he is God”. 
‘this therefore is no contemptible Argu- 
ment, that the Comfirutions are much later 
than the Time of the Apoftles, fince they 
agree much better with the Date of the 
growing Grandeur of the Chairs of Rome 
and Confantimople, than with the Simplicity, 
Poverty, znd Humility, that fo eminently 
diftinguifhed the Apottolical Age. There- 
fore the Confitutions are a grofs and fcanda- 
lous Impofture. 

I have already faid, that Dr. Smaliroke 
takes notice of Thirty Nine Jnconfiftencies 
with the Sacred Writings. He might have 
made more Animadverfions on the Clementine 
Conftitutions; but he fays this is a Fatigue, 
fomewhat like that of weeding a large Gar- 
den, in which there are very few Flowers 
to be found, that can reward the Labourer 
with their Beauty and Odour. 

Our Author obferves, that Dr. Fabricius’s 
Colleétion of Apocryphal Writings of the 
New Teftament contains a great Variety of 
Ancient Impoftures, fome of which feem 
to have an equal Right co be admitted into 
the Canon of Scripture with the Clerentine 
Conftitutions. Afterwards he mentions Sr. 
‘James's Gofpel, communicated to the Wefern 
World by William Pofel, that Famous Vifi- 
onary. Ic containsthe Miracles performed 
by Chrift during his Infancy, and is as pofi- 
tively written in the Name of St. James, as 
the Conffitutions are in the Name of all the 
Apoftles. Befides, fewer Inconfiftencies 
will be found in it with the Holy Scripture, 
than are tO be found in the Con/titutions. 
Laftly, the Author mentions the Gofpel of 
the Nativity of the blefid Virgin, and fays it 
might, as well as the Com/fitutions, be raifed 
to a higher Degree of Reputation, than it 
has vet attained. 

I fhali conclude with this Obfervation of 
Dr. Smaliroke, viz. that thefe are Impottures 
of confiderable Antiquity, among many 
others that might be named; and that the 
Chriftian, as well as the Gentile World , has 
had its Sophifts, who have perfonated the 
greateft Men, and recommended their own 
Performances under borrowed Charaers. 
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We have feen of late a New Edition of the 
Clementine Conftitutions ; and an Englifh Tran- 
flation of the Sibylline Oracles: Which brings 
into my Thoughts, that a Clergyman of the 
Gallican Church has lately publifhed at Paris 
a FrenchVerfion of the Left Willof the Twelve 
Patriarchs, and undertaken to prove the 
Genuinenels of that Work.

AN ACCOUNT of a Difpute late- 
ly farted up in France concerning 
the Charatier of ERASMUS ia 
Point of Religion. 


T HE Abbot Marfollier publifhed laft 
Year an Apology for Erafmus, wherein 
he undertakes to prove that Zra/mus was an 
Orthodox Catholick,

The Author does not pretend to maintain, 
that Erafmus never departed from the Opi- 
nions commonly received; but every Error 
(fays he) is not an Herefy: Befides, his 
conftant Submiffion to the Judgment of the 
Church, is fufficient to clear him from that 
Imputation. 

In order to make a more particular Apolo. 
gy for Erafmus, the Abbot has inferted in 
his Books fevera] Extracts of Letters written 
to that Learned Man by the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, Ferdinand King of Hungary, Sigif- 
mand King of Poland, Henry the VIIIch King 
of England, and by the l’opes Leo X. Adrian 
VI. and Pas! HI. Wherein they highly 
commend Erafmus for oppofing Luther, and 
purting a Stop co the Progrefs of his Herefy. 
The Popes defire him to write againft the 
Hereticks: Adrian VI, asks his Advice 
about the Method of fupprefiing the Errors, 
that difturb the Church. Could thofe Prine 
ces and Popes be ignorant of Era/mus’s Doe 
étrine? Were they fo afraid of him, as to 
diffemble and flatter him ? 
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If Erafmus complained of feveral Abufes 
in the Church, they were fuch as the Coun- 
cil of Trent thought fic toreform. In fhort, 
the Abbot Marfollier fers off the Merit of 
Erafmus to the greateft Advantage : He takes 
notice of all che valuable Qualities of that 
Iluftrious Writer, and of the great Services 
he bas done to the Church of Rome. 

That Apology has been confuted by an 
Anonymous Author in the Memoirs of Tre- 
voux. * The Intereft of the Church, fays 
‘* be, requires that the Faithful may fee the 
‘€ Poifon concealed under the Flowers; 
“* thac the Flock of Jefus Chrift be turned 
‘* away from infected Vaftures; and that the 
‘© Mask be thrown off from Wolves appear- 
ing in the Difguife of Sneep. In whata 
Danger would the Faichful be, if after 
“ the reading of Mr. Marfollier’s Book, they 
‘* fhould reckon Erafmus among the Doctors 
“© of the Church ? Shall I fuffer the 
“ Faithful to fall into the Snare Jaid for them 
“innocently by weil-meaning Men? No, 
I muft difcover the true Chara&er of 
“ Evafmus, &c”. 

Vhe Author having commended Erafmus 
for many excellent Qualifications, adds, that 
he is one of thofe dangerous Writers, who 
cennot be read without running the Hazard 
of loting or weakening one’s Faith. Evafmus 
‘* boatled of keeping a Medium between Lu- 
ther and the Catholick Church. Let noone 
therefore reprefent him as an Orthodox 
Door; Let us leave him in that Medium , 
which he pitched upon”. 

In the next place, the Author obferves, 
that Erafmus appeared in the V’orld through 
Apoftaly ; for be left the Monaftery of the 
Canons of St. Asftin: ‘ Thus, fays the Au 
* thor, a Rambling Monk, a Deferter, an 
Excommunicated Perion, is reprefented 
as a Doctor of the Church, anda Teacher 
of the Spiritual Life. He dies in an He- 
retical Lown, among Hereticks, his beft 
Friends, and Difciples: He dies in 
their Arms, without calling for a Catho- 
lick Prieft, without receiving or defiring 
the Sacraments of the Church, without 
asking for a Catholick Burial, without 
giving any Proof of his Faith in his lat 
“Will: Is chs to die the Death of the 
Rightecus ? Is this to die the Death of the 
Farhful? [To repeet ie egain: Here is a 
“ Dottor of the Church very fingel:r: 
These are none like him”. 
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Erafmus, faysthe Author, being a Man of 
a {weet Temper, and an Enemy to all Man. 
ner of Conttraint, did always look upon 
Liberty and a quiet Life, as the greateft of 
all Bleffings. Befides, being timorous and 
miftruftful, he was afraid of rhe very Shadow 
of a Danger: Fond of his Reputation, he 
was willing to preferve it, without expoling 
either his Life or his Liberty : He loved No- 
velties out of Tafte and Vanity; but he 
was afraid of being brought into Trouble 
upon that Account: He was over-ruled by 
thofe Paffions ; and they occafioned his f{e- 
veral Writings by turns. The Love of No- 
velties moved him to oppofe the common 
Opinions, when he thought he might do it 
with Impunity: Timouroufnefs made him 
put on the Outfide of a Catholick: Laftly, 
thofe two Paflions joining together prevent- 
ed him from fiding with any Party. He 
was neither a Lutheran, nora Catholick: He 
avoided making a Sect ; but he gave Birth to 
a very numerous one, I mean that of the 
Latitudinarians. 

To prove all thefe Affertions, the Author 
quotes, in the firft place, Era/mus’s Preface 
to his Enchiridion Militis Chriftiani. Erafmus, 
fayshe, concludes a violent Satvr again{t 
Theology, wherein Thomas Aquinas is not 
fpared, with thefe Words: There is no End 
of examining in what Manrer we ought to [ocak 
f Ckr:ft, as if we had to do with a fantajiical 
Demon, who could mat be rafed up withent 
fome Danger, if any Uords of tire fet Frm were 
omitted ; whereas we have to ao with a moft 
Lracious Saviour, who requires wisioae from uz, 
but a pure and upright Heart. “* Vbele Jak 
*S Words, fays our author, d {cover the preet 
“ Principle of the Latitudimorians.

‘© fome Men have a mira te make more abfirnfe 
“ Enquiries about the Divine Nature, the Per- 
** fon of Chrift, or the Sacraments, they may do 
‘ is. Heres (fays our Author ) a Confef- 
“ fion of Faith, which might indeed reunite 
** all Chriftians: The Secinians would not 
“ refute to fubfcribe toit; but how fhall 
“© we call the Man who propofes fuch an 
** Expedient” ? 

Erafmus exclaims againft Luther and the 
Lutherans, when he writes to the Catholicks; 
and at the fame time he writes in Confidence 
to one of his Friends, {peaking of the Bull 
publifhed by Leo X. J am forry rhe Evangeli- 
cal Dedlrine fhould be thus opprif[rd ; that we 
fhould be tyrannized, inficad of being infrufledy 
ond that we fhould be taught nothing, but what 
is contrary to the Holy Scripture and common 
Senfe. ‘“ I defire Mr. Marfollier (fays our 
*€ Author ) to cell me, whether this be the 
“* Language of a Man who fubmits to the 
“ Church *. Erafmus plainly fays in another 
Letter, That be will mot determine, whether 
Luther, already condemned, is out of the 
Church. If the Church comes to waver on both 
Sides, fays he, I fhall keep clofe to the folid 
Stone , tillthe Storm be over, and we may know 
where the Church is: Erafmus will always be, 
where the Evangelical Peace is ¢¢ be found. 

Let others, lays he, affect the Glory of Mar- 
tyrdom: As for me, I don't think my Self worthy 
of that Honour. In another Letter, he fays: 
The Germans had a mind to engage me in Lu- 
ther’s Quarrel What Good could | have 
done bim? Two Men would have perished ixflead 
of one. Suppofe be had writ nothing, but what 
is agreeable to Piety, it never was my Defign to 
maintain Truth at the Danger of my Life. I 
follow the Emperor's and the Pope's Decrees, 
when they judge right; which is piovfly done: I 
bear with them, when they juage wrong ; wherein 
I confult my own Safety: I think good Men may 
be allowed to do fo, when they cannot do others 
wife. 

ie in another Letter of Erafmus thefe 
Words are to be found : Some fay fiandcrou/ly 
that Lkeep @ Medium: I confefs it is a very 
trpious thing ta keep @ Medium between Chrift 
and Belial ; but Iskink it prudential to keep a 
Medium between Scylla and Catybdis. From 
thefe Paffages the Author infers, that Era/- 
mus Wasavery great Latitudinarian. 
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IF it be asked, continues the Author, whether 
thofe Kiegs and Princes, who commended 
him, were afraid of him? I anfwer, they 
were afraid of him fo far, as to think it ne- 
ceflary to have a Regard for him. But how 
could Charles V. be atraid of a Do&tor ? Had 
he not a good Reafon co fear, that Erafmus 
would occafion as many Difturbances as Lue 
ther. The Reputation of the former was as 
great as that of the latter; and if Lasher 
thook the Empire, perhaps Erafmus fiding 
with him would have overthrownit. As 
for ihe Popes, it can be no wonder that they 
fuould have endeavoured to keepin by their 
Praifes a Man, who might have done a great 
deal of Mifchief. 

Erafmus “ would never truft the Popes: 
He always promifes to go to Rome ; but 
he never goes: He is no lets: careful, 
about the Jatter End of his Life, to avoid 
* all the Places wherein the Catholick Re- 
ligion prevails: He refufes a Benefice in 
his own Country, whither the Queen of 
Hungary, Governefs of the Low-Countries, 
invited him in the moft prefling Manner, 
“* He was fenfible he had fo ill afied the Pare 
*“ of .a Catholick, that no body could be 
miftaken about it. 
The Author adds, that the Popes did at 
laft condemn moft of his Books ; that they 
are full of Errors; that he affects every 
where to weaken the Proofs of Chrift’s Di- 
Vinity ; that he never converted any Here. 
tick; that his Difciples and Servants forfook 
the Church of Rome; that he does not ex. 
prefs in his Letters any great Zeal for the 
Coaveifion of his Friends; that he exhorts 
them only to Moderation and Toleration ; 
that his continual Declamations and fharp 
Satyrs againft the Abufes of che Church were 
not very proper to convert any Heretick; 
that he has poifoned the Works of the Fa- 
thers with his bold Remarks, and Satyrical 
Prefaces againft thofe Holy Men; that 
St. Anftin and St. Hilary have been horribly 
ufed by him ; that he has perverted the Senfe 
of the Scripture by this rafh Explications, 
weakened Tradition by his extravagant Cri- 
ticifins, betrayed the Faith by his cautious 
and prudent Behaviour ; that he had not a 
true Senfe of Piety. ‘‘ Can an Apoftate, 
“* an Excommunicated Perfon , a Slanderer, 
“* who {pared no body, a Buffoon, the Au- 
thor of the Colloquies, that impious Satyr, 
*' which, in the Judgment of the gravelt 
“ Defen- 
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“ Defenders of the Faith, has done more 
* Harm to the Church, than the paffionate 
** Writings of Luther ; can fuch a Man have 
** atrue Senfe of Piety”. The Author adds, 
that there is no UnGion in the Devotional 
Books of Erafmus; and that he talks rather 


like a Philofepher, than like a Chriftian, or 


a Man of God , 

This is the Subftance of rhe late Difpute 
concerning the [!luftrious Erafmu:. I leave 
it cathe Readers to make their Obfervations 
upon it.

“ Our Divine Mafter teaches us to {peak 
wery littl, when we pray. O! how much 
more efficacious is a filent Language, con- 
ceived in the Bottom of the Heart, than 
all the Words of the Mouth! If Men 
want to fpeak a great deal with their Fel- 
low-Creatures, in order to be underftood, 
they want no Words to be underftood by 
God. He knows what we have a Mind tu 
fay to him, before we fpeak; and he him- 
felf affures us of it; for every good Thought 
proceeds only from him. He knows the 
Bottom of our Hearts, and what is necef- 
fary tous, better than ourfelves. Weare 
fo blinded by Se!f-love, as to ask frequents 
ly nothing, but what is moft prejudical 
to us. Let us pray, as Chrift did, and 
learn of him how to pray. Thofe great 
Words uttered’ with Vehemence, though 
they appear never 10 inflamed, are attended 
with little Love. 
‘“* A Man full of Love can no Jonger open 
his Mouth to fpeak. The Greatnefs of 
his Faith, and the Vehemence of his 
Love, tie his Tongue, and deprive him 
of his Speech, that he may be able to ad- 
mire and love his God in a perfe& Reft. 
“* He cannot but be filent in the Prefence 
of a Beloved, who fees and can do every 
thing, and fally fatisfies all his Defires, 
As foon as the Soul begins to pofle{s God, 
fhe can no longer fpeak to him with the 
Mouth. She can only be filent, and give 
the Heart the Liberty to {peak a Language, 
which the Ear does not hear; but it goes 
up to the very Heart of God. 
‘* Ah! if Man knew how efficacious, how 
great and ufcful this way of {peaking is, 
they would not cenfure it, asthey do! O 
Heaven! how comes it to pafs that this 
Prayer, fo proper for Chriftians, thould 
be contemned and oppofed by the Chriftie 
ans themf<Ives; and that the Dire&tors of 
Souls fhould diffuade it, inftead of teach. 
ing it? How much will their Saviour be 
offended at their Condudt, fince it isthet 
way of praying, which he has procured 
them by his Death, and which he requires 
from them infinitely more than the Words 
of the Mouth? What Danger can there 
be in a Prayer, which is ail Faith and 
Love, Spirit and Truth, Reft and Union? 
Can it be a dangerous thing to exercife the 
moft inward. and the moft fimple and 
perfe& Theologal Virtues ? Reveal, O 
U “ Lord? 
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“ Lord! that Prayer of Peace and Truth, as 
“ you have promited by a Prophet, ( ferem. 
‘€ 33.6.) co fo many ignorant People, who 
“ know nothing of if, and to fo many 
“ Tearned Men who oppofe it! Per 
‘‘ decutors role up againit ic in al! Ages, 
“ even in the Bolom of the fame Mother. 
“ Whole Armies of Schco'men attack it 
“more openly fill in cur Days; but, O 
“ Righteous Judge! it belongs to you to 
“ maintain your own Caufe. The inward 
* Kingdom will extend ic felt. among Perie- 
“ cuticns, as well cs the Empire of your 
“ Church; and the more inwaid Mea will 
‘be martyred, the greater will be the 
“ Number of them arifing out of their 
‘© Blood and Afhes, Cc. 

Mat. VI. 16—18. When ye foft, be not, as 
the Hypocrites, of a fad Countenance, &c. 

‘© True Devotion does not confift in an 
affected Aufterity: Ic is always even and 
** eafy, and has nothing in it that is counter- 
‘“« feic. Some Perfons are ill humoured and 
* peevilh in their Devotion; they love to 
“ cenfure their Neighbours; and becaufle 
* they do fome outward !’enance, they fan- 
‘* cy they have a Right to condemn every 
‘ body. They dare not lift up their Eyes, 
“ having a forced Countenance; and yet 
‘* their Soul is full of Gall and Bitternefs. 
* A reftief$ and bitter Zeal does generally 
“ ftir them up againft fimple and innocent 
*¢ Souls by reafon of their Holy Freedom, 
“* and becaufe they are always gay and chear- 
“ ful; their inward Happineis fhewing it 
¢ felf outwardly, and ftriking the Senfes. 
‘© Men of a fimple and uprighe Heart think 
‘* evil of no body: On the contrary, they 
“ believe that others walk in the fame Sim- 
 plicity and Uprightnefs. But Men of a 
peevifh Aufterity judge of every body, 
‘‘ and fee up for Cenfors of the moft Holy 
‘* Things, though they have no Senfe of 
them’. Thefe cwo Paflages are fufficient 
to give the Readers a Notion of Madam 
Guion’s Commentary.

I. HE firft Piece, contained in this 
Volume, is a Differtation concerning 
the Notions of the Jews abous the Refurre#ion 
of the dead. Mr. Humphreys does frequently 
quote the Rabbies in this Work ; which is 
the Reaion way he begins with a Vindicati- 
on of thofe Jewish Writers. “ The Jewifh 
“and Raidinical Learning, fays be, hath 
* fuffered much in the Opinion of the Ge. 
* nerality of the World, as if Genius and 
** induftry were loft in endeavouring to cul. 
“* tivate fobarrenand unprofitable a Province; 
“a Soil, which would yield nothing but 
“wild Fruit, Stories, and Allegories, 
“ which no Art c@uld ever reduce to the 
** Standard of Reafon and found Senfe ; and 
** as if the Fewifh Authors were all Men of 
fuch loft Underftandings, as nothing rati- 
onal or noble might be expe&ted in their 
Writings. The Eaf hath been famous 
through all Antiquity for the Invention of 
Arts and Sciences; and fome of the chie£ 
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* Remains of that Ancient Literature are 
“* certainly preferved in the fewifb Authors. 
“ Bat the frequent Captivity of the Fews 
“ formerly, and at laft the utter Deftruction 
“ of their Temple and Conftitution by the 
“ Roman Power, hath fo blotted out their 
‘© Name almoft from being a People, as not 
“ to have left them fo much as the empty 
“ Honour of an Account of moft of their 
“ AGions and Writings. For, the greater 
“ Part, and probably the beft of their Books 
“ sre loft; yet is not the Spirit of this Peo- 
“ ple for that reafon funk: But there have 
“ arofe fome few Genius’s among them, 
‘* even in thefe the Days of their Ditperfion, 
“ equal perhaps to any the moft flourifhing 
* Times of Athens or Rome have produced. 
“© Maimonides, for Inftance, is a Paraltel to 
“ either Plate or Cicero: He wasa Man of 
“ the greareft natural Abilities, improved 
with extraordinary Induftry anc study, 
‘“ and of a confummate Koowledge in the 
Fcewih and Greck Literature. Not only 
“ his Countrymen, but all the Eaf, hada 
** juft Senfe of his Merits. The Jews, ina 
memorable Adage, placed him next to 
‘their great Leg:flator Mofes: His Morch 
Nevochim (not to inftance in his other 
Writings, which perhaps are not of fo 
near relation to us ) will Jaft as long, and 
fpread as wide, as any of the Woiks of 
the above-mentioned Famous Men The 
main Faule in this great Man was, too 
* clofely following the Celebrated Greek 
‘‘ Philolopher Arifterle. And if im any 
Part of bis Writings, his greet Uneerttand- 
ing may have becn fometimes born down 
‘ the Torrent of the vulgar Errors amon 
his Countrymen; or if the cemesalh 
of their Conceptions , have cramped his 
Genius, not giving him room to thine; 
yet, notwithtianding all Difficulties, the 
¢ 16s epyavextwy, his great Manner of 
Thinking, and Noble Difpofition of fuch 
Marertal. as his Subje& furnifked, always 
fhews his admirable Sagacity, and mafier- 
ly Underftanding ”. 
After this great Encomium upon the 
Learned Rabbi Maimeniades whom the Rea. 
ders did not perhaps expe& to fee compared 
to Plato and Cicero, Mr. Humphreys enquires 
into the Reafons, why the Writings of the 
Jews have been fo much cenfured. He be. 
lieves the main Ceaufe of it is the frequent 
Ufe of their bold Allegories, and their figu- 
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rative and enigmatical Defcriptions, which, 
if they fhould be taken in a flritt and iiceval 
Senfe, would appear extremely abfuid, as it 
is acknowledged by the moft eminent Kab- 
bies themfelves, fuch as Nachmanides, Abor- 
banel, Kimchi, and Manaffch Ben Ifrael. Whofe 
Doftors complain of tome Jews, who, con- 
trary to the Intention of the Authors, un- 
derftand their Scories, or Apologues, ina 
ftrig&t and rigorous Senfe. Maimonides writ 
his Moreh Nevochim, with a Defign roexpiain 
the Myftical Theology of the Jews: He un- 
derftood their Cebbala, and the Myfteries of 
the Law better than any other Rabbi : He 
obferves that there are in che Holy Scripture 
a great many Allegories, figurative Expref- 
fions, and Types; and that the Jews had 
buile upon them a ftrange Superftrucure, 
and heaped up Metaphor upon Meraphos. 
That Rabbi rejecis many of thote Scories: 
He ridicules the Fiction of the Zaft about 
Jlraham; takes notice of feveral of their 
moft famous Traditions, as that of sdam 
and Eve being formed with two Bodies join- 
ed together in one; and then obieives what 
a prodigious Stupidity itis not te underftand 
this allegorically. He gives the fame turn 
to the Rabbinical Account of the Vaftnefs 
of the Tree of Life, and of the Serpene 
which tempted Eve. The Book above- 
mentioned of that Learned few, continues 
Mr. Humpbreys, has fet the Yews/b Rel gion 
end Oeconemy in a noble and beauritul 
Light ; and he has done undcfignedly a great 
Service to Chriftianity. 

The following Paflage out of Maimonides 
in his Moreh Nevochim contains an Apology 
for the Rabbinical Allegories. ‘* As con 
* cerning thofe Four Sorts of Bovghs, fays 
** be, which were to be carried at the Peatts 
*“ of the Tabernacles, our Rabbies, accorde 
“ing to their Cuftom, have given én alice 
‘“* gorical Reafon for it; for they are ex- 
* tremely delighted with Allegories, as eve. 
ry one knows, who is but the leaft conver- 
“fant in their Writings: Not that they 
“think them to be the ftrict Senfe and 
‘ Meaning of the Sctiptures, but pleafanc 
** Fables, which have a Scripture-Morel] 
“couched under them. Now cecncernirg 
“rhefe, there ave two Opinions. Somes 
“* imagine they ase brous y the Rabbins, 
to exprefs the Senfe of the ext only 
more fully, and more largely ; an 
“hold them in great Contempr, as pleinly 
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 feeing they cannot be the Meaning of the 
“Text. The former are violent in main- 
“ caining and verifying the Allegories, as 
“ che very Paraphraftical Senfe of che Scri- 
“ prure, and that as of equal Authority 
“ with the Cabbalifiical Traditions; but 
‘* both Parties are in the wrong, neither of 
“* chem underftand the Matter. For the Al- 
“‘legories are not the very Scripture Para. 
** phraftically expreffed, nor yet ridiculous ; 
“ but a fort of Fables, the Morals of which 
“‘ are very plain and eafy to Perfons of any 
“ Underftanding, and a way of fpeaking 
“« very commonly ufed and underftood in the 
‘* Times in which they were wrote ”. 
Maneffch Ben Ifraclis another Learned Jew, 
who makes the like Apology, in his Treatife 
concerning the Refurre&tion of the Dead, 
He occafionally takes notice of feveral Rab- 
binical Stories, fuch as that of the Leviathan, 
and the Devolution of the Bone Luz through 
the Eerth into the Holy Land. He fays 
thofe Stories ought not to be taken in a lite- 
val Senfe, and affures us that the Pewsb 
Do&tors of the beft Note underftood them 
allegorically. The fame Rabbi makes this 
Obfervation upon the figurative Difcourfes 


of the Fewifh Writers. There are feme per- 


werfe Men, lays he, who ridicule fuch Kind of 
Apologues of the Ancients, and take in a literal 
Senfe what is here faid of the Books, (he had 
been {peaking of the Books to be opened at 
the Day of Judg nent.) But no fufficient Rea- 
fon can be given, why they fhould not ufe fuch « 
manne of expreffing their Sentiments; for they 
write their Comments in the fame Allegorical 
Style, as may be found frequently in the Holy 
Text it [elf - Thus Mofes fpeaks, If not, bloe 
me out of thy Book. The fame Phrafe David 
wifes alfo, Let them be blotted out of the 
Book of the Living. Thas sagan Danie), 
And the Books were opened. If then the 
Language of Holy Scripture is not to be found 
fault with, neither are they t0 be blamed who 
copy after it. ; 

Mr. Humphreys complains, that feveral 
Writers have mentioned fome Rabbinical 
Srories, as if they were taken in a literal 
Senie by the jews. Ac this rate, fays he, 
one might quote a Fable of Phearus or 2fcp, 
and maintain that the Author belicved that 
Beatts ufed, in former times, to hold Confe- 
rences toge: her, 

Our Author adds, that the Jews may ea- 
fily be excufed tor this figurative Way of

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fpeaking, becaufe a Parabolical Style was 
generally ufed by all the Esfern Nations. 

There are feveral Expreffions in the Holy 
Scripture, which feem to give us a grofs 
and mean Apprehenfion of the Deity. 
Whereupon the Author obferves, chat 
the Ancient Jews did not Onderftand them 
in aliteral Senfe. The following Paflage of 
Maimonides upon this Subje& ought to be in- 
ferted here‘out of his Moreh Nevechim. ‘‘ One 
“ kelos, a Profelyte, fays that Rabbi, a Per- 
fon of the moft compleatSkill in the Hebrew 
and Chaldce Languages, in his Paraphrafe 
upon the Law, was very exaét in his 
Tranflation of feveral Tex:s of Scripture, 
which attributed Motion and Paffion to 
** God, or defcribed him with Hands, or 
other Members of a Man, not to give a 
verbal rendring, but the true and genuine 
Senfe and Meaning; and fo avoided alf 
Terms, which feemed to give the Deity a 
“ Body or Shape. Thus meeting with a 
** Word which afcribed Motion to God, in 
the ftead of Motion, or coming to fuch a 
Place, he ufes the Appearance or Mani- 
feftation of fome vifible Glory or Shechi- 
nah in that Place. Thus he interprets, 
‘© The Lord defcended to fuch a Place, the Lord 
revealed himfelf there : J will go down now, 
and fee; I will reveal my felf, and know. 
' Whereever in the Hebrew it is, The Lord 
heard, or, In hearing, I will hear; he tran 
“ flates it, It was revealed before the Lord, 
In receiving, I will receive the Cry. So 
too, for I have feen the Affifion, he tran- 
* flates, The Affliction is revealed before 
“me; and for, 7 have feen all Laban bath 
** done, he renders, All that Laban hath done 
** is revealed before me”. 

Mr. Humphreys having: difcourfed of the 
Allegorical Key of the Scripture, makes ufe of 
it to prove the RefurreQion of the Dead 
from the Old Teftament Ie is written in 
Ifaiah XXVI. 19. Thy dead Men fall rife; 
together with my dead Body fhall they arife: 
Awake and fing, ye that dwell in Duft ; for thy 
Dew 13 as the Dew of Herbs, and the Earth fhall 
caft out the Dead. This Paflage, fays Mr, 
Humphreys, is a fignal Proof of the Refur- 
rection; but the Force of it depends upon 
the Ufe of the Word Dew, znd the Know. 
ledge of an Allufion to the received Opini« 
on of the Jews. ‘* The mentioning here of 
“ the Dew, continues the Author, fhews un- 
‘* ceniably, thac the whole Text ought to be 
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* underftood, and was fpoken of the Refur- 
“ rection of the Body. The Reafon is, the 
“ Jews examining what Second Cavfes, what 
“* Means might be inftrumental in the rai- 
“ fing of the Dead, what Apparatus the Al- 
“ mighty would ufe in effecting fo great a 
** Miracle, had conceived it would be, or 
“‘ rather allegorically fhadowed it out, by 
** faying, God would rain down a Dew of a 
“ Plaftick Power, which fhould impregnate 
*« che Earth, and vivify the dead Bodies, or 
* their Particles, however difperfed”’. ‘Lhe 
Readers will doubrlefs expect a Rabbinical 
Quotation for this. Here is one out of Ma- 
naffch Ben Ifracl “ Ie was certainly the Opi- 
** nion of the Ancients, that the Refurre- 
“ Gion would be effected by the Means of a 
‘© certain Dew rained from Heaven, of a 


. * Plaftick Virtue, as it is written in the Hie- 


‘6 yufalem Talmud and Jelcudi”. Afcer thefe 
Obfervations, Mr. Humphreys concludes in 
the following manner. “ -Thus the Allufion 
“ made here by the Prophet to that popular 
‘© Notion of the Dew, fhews @lainly, he 
‘* fpoke of the Refurre&tion of the Body, 
“ becaufe he affigns a Caufe for the effecting 
*s what he mentioned, the raifing of che 
‘* Dead, which was appropriated by. then 
‘* for effeGing the Refurrection. For if any 


' « thing elle had been meant by the Propher, 


“ another Reafon muft neceffarily have been 
“ given. Yet was not this Opinion of 4 
“ Dew ftrily true, but taken only in a figu- 
“ rative Senfe; and the Dew only the beft 
‘© allegorical Means that could be given for 
“ conceiving how the Refurrettion would 
*' be effected”. 

All the other Texts, on which the Jews 
ground their Belief of the Refurre&ion, 
have been colleSed by Manaff:h Ben Ifrael in 
his Treatife upon that Subje&. Moft of 
them, efpecially thofe in the Prophets, are 
likewife alledged by the Chriftians to prove 
that Doftrine. But fome, particularly thofe 
taken out of the Pentateuch, are pecliar to 
the Jews: *‘ And feveral (fays our Author) 
“ feem too much ftrained by the Rabbins, 
“* in order to make a more full Proof of the 
‘* Refurre&tion fromthe Law. At leaft they 
“ feem fo to us, as not being verfed enough 
“ in their Notions, Cuftoms, and Manners, 
“* and particularly in the Allegorical Key of 
‘ the Scripture ”, 

Inthe next place, Mr. Humpkreys quotes 
feveral Paffages out of the Atifne, and the 
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moft Celebrated Rabbies, which thew thae 
the Jews believed the Refurre&tion ; but be. 
caufe no body doubts of it, I fhall not dwell 
upon them. The Readers will find in this 
Part of the Book, what Reafons the fews 
affign for the Refurre€&tion. 


The Fewifh Writers generally mention the’ 


Coming of the Mefiah , and the RefurreFion of 
the Dead together. They expetted a Tem- 
poral Meffiah, and a Refurrection, whereby 
they would be enabled to have a full Enjoy- 
ment of fenfual Pleafures. Which is the 
Reafon why Mr. Humphreys omits ‘ mention- 
“* ing their Account of the Time, and the 
Caufe of the Refurre&tion, as by fome 
certain Configurations of the Heavenly. 


‘* Bodies, by the Plaftick Dew, or the Bone — 


Luz, and the Manner of riffg, as in the 
fame Habits in which they were buried ; 
which laft idle Opinion prevailed fo much 


that the Famous Gamaliel put out an Edi&t 
** for reftraining thefe Exceffes”. 

The Fews believed , that there are ‘Three 
different Stares or Conditions after this Life. 
1. The World of Souls, or a State of incompleat 


Happinefs or Mifery after Death. 2. The- 


World to come, or the Reign of the Meffiah, 
attended with the Refurre@ion. 3. The 


Lifeto come, or a State which was to fucceed ° 


the Refurrection of the Dead, and the Reign 
of the Meffiah upon Earth. Juda Zabara 
tells us, that the Garden of Egpn, or Paradife, 
is the Place prepared for the Reception of 
the Souls of good Men immediately after 
Death, where they are to continue in a State 
of incompleat Happinefs, till the Refurre&ti- 
on and gereral Judgment. Rabbi Menachem 
exprefles himfelf to the fame Purpole 
“ After Death, fays he, the Juft obtain the 
‘* Kingdom, which is called Paradife, and 
enjoy the Beatifick Vifion of God. There 


* too all the Souls, each according to its . 


“* Works, are kept till the Refurrection of 
** the Dead, and Day of Judgment ’. The 
Jews denoted this Place by fome other Phra 
fes,eas being in the Bundle of Life, in the 
High Place, under the Throne ef Glory, There 
are feveral Expreffions in Scripture, which 
allude to this Opinion, fach as the Promife 
of Chrift co the Penitent Thief, to day foals 

thou be with me in Paradife. 
The World to come, or the Reign of the 
Mefliah, is defcribed in very magnificence 
| Terms 


among them one while, as they grew fo - 
expenfive in their Dreffings for the Dead,.. 
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Terms by the Rabbies: All the Profperity 
and Happinefs of that Reign was to be Care 
mal and Worldly. Mazmom:aes, in his Pre- 
face to his Commentary on the Xth Chapter 
of the Sauhearin, gives chis as the general 
Opinion and Belief of the Jews concerning 
the Coming of the Meilish, and the Stare of 
things during his Kingd-m: “ Bur inthe 
© Days of the M-fhiah, fays ke, is the Time 
‘© when the King-om is to be reftorcd to 
Iracl,and when the Jews are to be brought 
back co Palifiime For he wili be a grat 
King, and the Metropolis of his Kingdom 
* fhall be Zio; and he will fill che remorett 
“ Parts of the World with the Glory cf his 
Name He will be greater and richer 
than Solomon ; the Nations fhai] make Peace 
with him, and the Kingdoms pay homage 
tohim, becaufe of his Juitice, and the 
“ Miracles which he fhall perform. Who- 
“ foever thal! rife up againit him, God thell 
“ deliver into his Hand to be deftroyed 
“* All Parts of the Scriptures extol] his Suc- 
“ cefs, and our Happinefs; but nothing will 
“ chen be altered in the Nature of Things 
“ from the prefent State. The Rabbins in 
“© general affirm plainly, thet there will be 
no Difference between the prefent Condi- 
“ tion of things, and thofe under the Meffi- 
“ ah; but that the Kingdoms wili be fub- 
“ duedtohim. There will be then fome 
weaker, and fome ftronger than others. 
** Bur, in thofe Days, ell Necefiaries for 
Life will be much more eafily ateained, 
than they arénow, @e. 

This Opinion of the Jers concerning the 
Tempora! Kingdom of the Meffiah, attended 
with the Refurreétion,gave the Sadducces Oc- 
cafion to raife feveral Objections ; as for In- 
ftance, How the Holy Lend cou!d contain 
all the %<ws that ever lived? How the Mar- 
riage of a Woman to feveral Men could be 
{5 adjufted, that every Man fhould have his 
own Wife ? oe. 

Mr. Humphreys undertakes to fhew, that 
the Jews believed the Identity of the raifed 
Body, and the Univerfality of the Refurre- 
ction; and then takes notice of the SeQ@ of 
the Sedduceer,who denied the Refurredtion of 
the Dead. Here follow their Objections, 
with che Anfwers to them. 


The Fift Objection. The Refurrefion is 
no where acclared inthe Law, or the Five Books 


of Mofes. 
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The Rabbins anfwer 1. That the Refur.- 
rection is deciered in the Law, provided the 
Text be not sways taken in the moft Liceral 
Senfe but in a Myftical one ; and in the Jat- 
ter it is frequently interpreted in other Ca- 
fes: Therefore no reafon can be given why 
it fhould not in this. | 

2. The Refurreftion may be fhewed to be 
a clear and immediate Coniequence of the 
feveral Texts of the Pentateuch. 

3. Very fatisf:ctory Reafons may be given 
why this Do&sine is delivered after this 
manner.

large by Mr. Humphreys; but I thall not 
dwell upon this Parr of his Book. 

The fecond Oni-ction of the Sadducces 
confifts in faying, Tae Soul is Mortal. Our 
Author fhews how th: RabSins argue for 
the Immortality of the Soul. I fhall only 
infert the following Pallage of Menaflh Ben 
Tjiracl, which contains a Piece of Rabbinical 
Vhilofophy. “f It has been (ays he) inge- 
 nioufly and Iearredly obferved by the An- 
“ cient Rabbics in Bercfhith Rabba, chat the 
* Soul of Man hath Five Nanes, Nephejb, 
Ruach, Wefhemah, Kajah, Jechida, trom 
“ fome Places of Holy Scripture which 
they quote. Thefe Names are giventhe 
Soul in different Refpe&<, and according 
to various Ways of confidering ir. Ic is 
called Nephefh, becaufe it hath a Vegeta- 
tive Power, whereby it occafions the 
Growth of Man. Ic is called Ruach, as 
having a Locomotive and Sevfitive Facule 
ty, by which a Man moves, and hath Sen- 
farion. Ie ts called Nejhemah, as having 
“ the Intelle@ive Fecnlty, which diftin- 
guifhes Man from all che Mute Creatures : 
For Nefhemah is derived from Shamaim, 
Heaven, either becaufe the Sou} comes 
down from Heaven, or becaufe it is of a 
Heavenly and Spiritual Natuce ; therefore 
this Name isnever read in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, as given to Beafts but to Man only. 
Ic is called Kajah, becaufe by means of his 
Soul Man lives and is Immortal And 
laftly, its moft excellent Name is Fechiaa, 
Or ene, Or Simple, denoting it to be a Sub- 
ftance different from the Body ; jor all 
the Members of the Body are compound. 
ed of Matter and Form, but the Soul is a 
fimple Effence or Form, and Immaterial. 
In like manner, the Ancients thought the 
Soul to be one fimple Subftance, but en- 
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 dued with feveral different Powers ; and 
“ thar che Vegetative and Sentitive Powers 
“ exifted after a much fuperior and more 
“ eycellent manner in Man, than in Beaits 
“ or in Plants; and thae chefe different 
“ Names are given the Soul, from different 
** Powers and Faculties. 

Thirdly, The Sadauc-es objected, That God 
has only promifcd Temporal Rewards, and threat- 
ened Temporal Punifhments in the Law. This 
Obje&ion is much the fame with che Firtt, 
and anfwered by the Orthodox 7Jiws after 
the fame manner. They acknowledge that 
future Rewards are not exprefly revealed in 
the Law of Afofes ; but that they may be in- 
ferred from it. The Readers may fee a fur- 
ther Difcuffion of this Third Objeftion in 
the Author’s Book. 

The Saddu es: objeS&ed in the Fourth Place, 
That the Prophets then felves believed the Soul 
to be Mortal. and that thcre would be no Refur- 
reftion of the Dead. To prove it, they quo- 
ted feveral Pailages, particularly out of the 
Pfalm:,Ecclefiaftes, and the Book of 304. Thote 
Paffages are well known: Our Author fhews 
how they are underftood by the Rabbins, 
whofe Explications are much the fame with 
thofe of moft of our Divines. 

Fifthly, The Sadducecs pretended, That rhe 
Refurrection is impofible. “ Our Bodies (faid 
* they) are plainly here in a continual Flux ; 
and Laftly, after Death, when all the Par. 
“ ticles are fcattered through the general 
“ Mafs of Matter ; fome unite again with 
‘© every kind of Animals and Things, and 
“ by fuch a fecond Incorporation may be- 
** come Man’s proper Foed, and again unite 
*€ to another Human Body, and become part 
“ of it. Is it not then impoffible for thefe 
“* Partsto be raifed in the Refurreftion with 
“ thefe feveral Bodies ? Which notwith. 
“ ftanding mult be, if the fame Body be 
“ raited. 

I fhall fet down Mr. Humphrey’s Anfwer 
to this Objection in his own Words. “ This 
“is the Objection (/ays he) put in the 
** ftrongeft Light. But it would be very 
‘€ eafy to invent Theories enough of the 
“ RefurreGtion of the fame Body, perfectly 
freed from thefe Difficulties: nay,enough 
“ hath been already faid by Modern Philo- 
“ fophers. Suppofing Leuwenhoek’s Opini- 
“on to betrue, That every Human Body 
* hath an Original and Immutable Stamen, 
*- which is only {welled up, and filled by a 
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“ Quantity of Extraneous Fluids, and Flefhy 
“ Subftance ; and the Blood, the Flechh, 
* and all the groffer Parts, be only confi- 
** dered as Cloathing to che finer Stamina, 
“ which only are the real Human Body ; it 
“is plain then, a Nation of Cannibals 
could not occafton any Perplexity or Cons 
fufion on a Refurrefiion, fince the Origi- 
nal Stamina would always continue the 
fame, excepting only their having diffe. 


“ rent Diftentions, at different Ages and® 


‘* Times ; and though after Death, a Hue 
“man Body, that is, the true Sramina, 
fhould be eat, it would only a& like fome 
‘ other extraneous Food, and fill up the 
“ other Stamina, but never become a Pat 
“ of the Firft. Or, Suppofing Mr. Leib- 
nitz be in the right, as co his Eternal 
‘** Principle of Individuation in the Body ; 
or the Notion of our Athcnageras be exe 
at&t, and there be a peculiar Food appro- 
priated for every Creature, and whatever 
is different from that is conftantly fepa- 
rated from the Body by fome Secretion, 
and never fo joins as to become one with 
“ie: Any of thefe Hyporhefes gill fully 
‘€ anfwer all Difficulties of this Kigd- And 
yet Lewenhock’s Opinion deferve¥, perhaps 
‘* a better Name, and feems eftablifhed on 
certain and DemonftrativeExperiments,and 
is confirmed by plain Inftances in other 
Cafes from all Vegetables, which contain 
in their Seed compleat Organized Trees 
in Miniature. -The Notion of the Jew: 
concerning the Bone Luz, was the fame in 
** Subftance as the Opinion of the Moderns 
about the Stamina, and very nearly re. 
“ fembled the Eternal Atom of Mr. Lesb~ 


the dead Body would {pring up from the 
incorruptible Bone, and acquiefced in this 
Solution to the Difficulty, as finding ic 
*€ in their admirable Book of Zoar’, The

HIS is one ofthe moft valuable Works 

in its Kind that has been Printed beyond 
Sea, fince I began to publifh thefe Memoirs. 
Mr. Reland difcovers the fame Learning, 
Judgment, and Accuracy, that are fo con- 
fpicuous in all his other !’erformances. He 
has divided this Geographical Defcription of 
Ancient Paleftine into Three Books. In the 
Fir, he treats of the feveral Names of Pa- 
lefline , Of its Sitmation, Bounds, Divifion, 
Waters™Mountains, and Ficlds. In the Se- 
cond hedifcourfes of the Diffances of Places. 
And im the Third, he defcribes the Towas 
and Pillages of Paleftine in an Alphabetical 
Order. 

To give a Specimen of this Work, I can 
hardly pitch upon any part of it, that can be 
more acceptable to the Readers, than the laft 
Chapter of the Firft Book, wherein the Au- 
thor defcribes the Fer sity of the Land of Ca- 
naan Among the Liquors neceflary for Mens 
Ufe, (Jays he) Water, Wine, and Oil, are 
the moft confiderable. The Land of Canaan 
afforded Water and Springs enough for its 
Inhabitants : Rains fell down at certain 
Times of the Year; and the Rain Water 
was kept in Cifterns. The Oil of Palefine 
was better, and more plentiful than that of 
Egypt, infomuch that the Jews fene Part of 
it into this laft Country. Sofomen fent alfo 
every Year Twenty Meafures of Pure Oil 
(o Hiram King of Zyre, as we read 1 Kings 
v.11. There were no Vines in Egypt, and 
therefore Beer was the common Drink of the 
Egyptians, as it appears from Herodotus and 
Theopbraftus. But Wine grew plentiully in 
PalcRine. Rabfhskeb himfelf, 1 Kings XVII. 
calls that Country, 4 Land of Corn and Wine, 
4 Land of Bread and Vineyards: And tis well

and Sarepts, were famous in far diftanc 
Countries. — 

The Ifraclites had alfo excellent Sale, com: 
mended by Galen ; and abundance of Whear, 
Barley, and other Sorts of Corn, as it ap. 

ears from the Scripture and the Falmud. 

he Land of Canaan is called 4 Land of 
Wheat and Barley, Deut. VIII. 8 And Solce 
mon fent every Year Twenty Thoufand 
Meafures of Wheat to King Hiram. , 

There was great Plenty of Oxen, Sheep, 
Goats and Fow], a$ one may judge from fo 
many Sacrifices appointed by the Law. The 


Jordan, and the Sea of Tiberias, afforded Fith, 


as we read in the New Teftament ; and noc 
to mention the Fifh of Brooks and Tore 
rents, thofe of the Great Sea were carried as 
far as Ferufalem, 

There was alfo a great Quantity of Ho- 
ney, befides that which is wrought by Bees. 
That Honey runs from Olive-Trees, and 
is (fays Mr. Reland) the Wild Honey that Fobn 
the Baptif lived upon. Diofcorides and Pliny 
call it Eleomeli. The Author quotes another 
Paflage to the fame Purpofe out of Diodcrus 
Siculus. I fhall not infert thofe Quotatations, 
nor feveral others to be found in this Chap- 
ter, for brevity fake. 

The Dates and Balfamum of Paleftine are 
very much celebrated by feveral Ancient 
Authors. The Ifraehtes wanted neither Flax 
nor Wooll for Cloathing. In fhort, fays 
Mr. Reland, fince the Land of Canaan af- 
forded all Neceffaries for the Maintenance 
of fo great a Number of Inhabitants who 
lived upon the Produ& of the Country, ig 
could not be fo Barren as fome will have 
if. 

Afterwards, the Author produces feveral 
Paffages out of ‘Jof:phus, Arifieas, Hecatens 
Abderites, Polybius, Tacitus , Ammianus Mare 
cellinus, and St. Jerome, who reprefent Palen 
ftine as a very Fruitful and Pleafane Coun- 
ty. 

If ic be faid chat Pal-fine feems now to 
be very Barren ; that few Fields are Ma- 
nured ; that it is full of Nzked Rocks, and 
difmal Forefts, Gc Mr Reland anf{wers, 


that he has fully proved it was not Barren in 


former times ; that after the Difpesfion of 
the Jews, that Country ceaf:d to be Culriva. 
ted as it was before ; that the arabians have 
Jaid it wafle, and continue to do fo to this 
very Day, infomuch that there is hardly any 
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Country ia the World mone dangerous to 
travel in ; that thofe naked Rocks and that 
barren Ground might be fo fan improved by 
Human Induftry, as to produce Wine and 
Corn ; that the moft fruitful Soil becomes 
Barren for want of being Cultivated ; and 
laftly , that che moft plentiful Countries are 
reduced to the moft deplorable Condition 
by Wars ai.d other Calamities. 

A Paffage of Strabo (Lib. XVE) has been 
quoted to prove the Barrennefs of the Land 
of Canaan That Paflage runsthus. Mofes 
carried the Uraelites to rbat Place where Jeru- 
falem now flands, and made himfelf eafily. Ma- 
fier of it, as being wa Tra& of Ground that could 
mot be envied, and not worth fighting for It is 
@ Recky Pace, abounding with Water ; but the 
adjaccnt Country 1s Barren and Dry, and the 
Seil. Stony for the frace ef Sixty Stadia. In 
Anfwer to this Paffage, Mr. Relend obferves 
that Strate has advanced many Falfities con- 
cerning the fews, and that be is miftaken in 
the very Words juft now qnoted. “Tis not 
true that Mefescarried the Iraclites as. far as 
Ferufaiem ; nor did they eafily make them- 
felves Mafters of that City, fince ic was pof- 
feffed by the Jebufites til) David's time. Bur, 
granting thet all che Country round Ferufa- 
lem. for the fpace of Sixty Stadia, was fo 
Stony as to produce notbing; (which is 


falfe ;} does it follow from thence that all. 


the Land of Canaam was of the fame Na- 
ture ? The Readers will find fome other Ob- 
fervations concerning the Fertility of Pale- 
fine inthe Firft Volume: of thefe Memoirs, 
Numb XCILV. 

This Geographical Defeription of Pale- 
ftine is attended with many Maps perfetily 
New, and altogether grounded upon the Te- 
ftimony of the Ancients. We are very much 
indebted to the Learned Author for Fublith. 
ing a Work fo ufeful to underftand the Sa. 
cred Geography, and confequently many 
Paflages in the Holy Scripture.

“ Wernber Stouffacher, and Walter Furf, found 
“ ftill as great in their Ears, as the Brutus’s 
“© of Rome, the Doria’s of Gemca, and the 
“- Naffaa’s of Holland. 

Mr. Stanian does very much commend 
the Switzers for their Courage and Bravery. 
There is no one Quility, fys he, fo univer 
fgily allowed to the Swirzers, as that of Va- 
tour ; and thofe Nations who rally them 
for other pretended Dofe&s, not only, con- 
fefs their Bravery, but are glad to pay. 
dearly for the Service of their Troops. Ia 
all the Records of paft Ages, where-ever 
we find the Helvctians mentioned, it is very 
much to their Honour upon that Account. 
Livy and Cafar {peak of them in their Wri- 
tings, as of a brave Warlike People; and 
they have ever fince kept wp that Character 
ia the World. The long- Wars which they 
Maintained egainft the Honfe of sujfria, 
with fo much Courage and Succes, in De- 
fence of their Liberty, reifed their Repurte- 
‘ran to juch a Heighr, that the moft power. 
al Princes of Europe coveted tiizir Alliance. 
‘fhe Popes have often ufed them for the Sup- 
port of their Spiritual Empire ; and the ob- 
Senate Defence they made, with a handful 
of Men, in a Battle near Bafi, againft a 
>ewerful Army commanded by Lewis the 
Eleventh of France, when Dauphin, gave 
that Prince the firft Defire of making an 
Adiiance with them, and of engaging a Bo- 
dy of their Troops im his Service. The 


‘Sforaa’s, Dukes of Milaw, owed the recovery 


of their Dukedom to the Alliance, and Sup- 
port of the Switzers ; and Charles the Bold, 
the lat Duke-of Burgundy, owed his Misfor- 
ane: and Death to the Enmity he had con. 
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ceived, and the Wars he waged again# 
them. 

Their Troops are as famous for their Fi. 
delity to the Service they engage in, as for 
their Courage ; infomuch that in all cheis 
Hiftory, there is fcarce to be found any Exe 
ample of Treachery amongthem. We have 
feen on the contrary, in the Two laft Wars 
between the Allies and France, fingular 
Proofs of their Fidelity ; and that not only 
Swift Troops in general, but even thofe of 
the fame Canton,and commanded by Friends 
and Relations, being in different Service; 
have charged one another with great Fury, 
and without any Sufpicion of Collution be. 
tween chem. 

It is a general Charge againft the Switzers; 
that they Treffick with Men as with other 
Merchandife, and fell cheir Troops to thofe 
who will pay beft for them, without confi- 
dering the Merits of the Caufe they are to 
fight for, This is a received Qpinion in the 
World ; but, fays Mr. Stanyan, it is known 
to be a very groundlefs one, by fuch as have 
lived among them, and are acquainted with 
their Maxims,as will better appear from the- 
fellowing Confiderations. 

_In the Firft Place, They never grant 
Troops to any Prince or State, but by ver-: 
tue of fome preceding Alliance ; nor do f° 


Jinow of more than one Inftance, wherein 


they have afted contrary to this Maxim ; 
and that wasin the Year 1694, when feverak 
Companies were raifed in the Canton of 
Lerne for the Service of the States-General > 
yeteven in that Cafe the Canton proceeded 
witha!! imaginable Caution. For though an 
Alliance with the Dutch was promifed them: 
at the fame time, which they knew would 
be. very advantageous to their Affairs ; yet 
becaule it was not attually made, they fuf- 


fered indeed fome private Citizens to ra:fe- 


Companies by Connivance, for the Dutch Sere 
vice, butthe Sovereign was not concerned 
in the Levy, nor would allow them for Na- 
tionz] Troops till the Peace of Ryfwitk was 
made 

Next, itis to be obferved as another Max- 
im of theirs, that they grant Troops only 
for the Defence of the State they are given 
to, and not to a& offenfively : So that they 
never permit the Swifs Troops in the Frenca 


Service, to invade the Empire or Holland ;: 


nor, onthe coprtrary, fuch 2s.are- in the Ser- 
vice of thofe two, to invade France. There 
are 
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are indeed Examples of Swi/s Officers, who 
have aSted contrary. to this Maxim, to make 
their court to the State they ferved ; but 
their Sovereign has never approved their 
Conduct in fo doing, and has often fined and 
punifhed fuch as have tranfgreffed this Rule. 
As on the contrary, there are Examples of 
Swifs Officers in the French Service,that have 
quitted good Pofts, becaufe they would not 
march with their Regiments into Helland, 
and the Empire, inthe War of 1672. 

Thirdly, All Levies for any Foreign Ser- 
vice, that are not authorized by the State, 
are forbid under fevere Penalties ; and fuch 
as offend that way are fure to be punifhed, 
if they are difcovered. 

And Fourthly, The Sovereign never re- 
ceives any Subfidy, or other Advantage from 
the Prince or Stare to whom a Levy of 
Troops is granted. The Cantons content 
themfelves with giving fuch Auxiliary 
Troops as are ftipulated by their Alliances, 
and procuring a beneficial Service to their 
Subje&s, without referving any Profit to 
themfelves. So thatit plainly appears from 
thefe Limitations, that the common Re. 
proach of their felling Men is very unde- 
ferved, and ought perhaps lefs to be charged 
upon them than upon fome of their Neigh- 
bours. The Author adds, chat what he fays 
of che Switz-rsupon this Subje& ought to be 
reftrained chiefly to the Proteftant Cantons ; 
for ic muft be owned, fays he, that the Con- 
du& of the Catholick ones is by no means fo 
regular, and gives ofteft occafion in other 


- Cafes as well as this, of drawing Reproaches 


upon the whole Nation from Strangers, who 
do not enough diftinguifh between. them. 
The Reputation of the Switzers for Wit 
runs fo low in the World, that whoever un- 
dertakes to defend them upon that Head, is 
in danger of being thought to havea very 
little {hare of it himfelf. However, fays. 
Mr. Stanyan, that Confideration hall not de- 
ter me from doing them“Juftice, both be- 
caufe I am of Opinion, that very little fir-/s 
ts to be laid upon National Charefers t, and 
becaufe I find that. Strangers who have lived 
among them, do not think they deferve the 
Chara@er they have upon that Account. Ic

t Efpecially whem they are given by Men, who 
neither underfland the Language of a Foreign 
Nation, nor travelisa jute their Country. 


would be giving too much weight to fuck 
an Imputation to refute it ferioufly : Where 
fore I fhall content my feit with faying» 
that I have no where met with Men of more 
Sound and Clear Judgment, of greater Dex- 
terity inthe Management of Affairs, nor of 
more lively Converfation, with true Wit 
and Genuine Humour, than are to be found 
among fome of that Nation, who have had 
the Advantage of a good Education im- 
proved by Travel. Andi will be bold to 
affirm further, that I have feen fome Sub- 
jedis treated by a Gentleman of that Coun- 
try With fo great benetration, fuch Jufinets 
of Thought, and Clearnefs of Exprefion, 
that the keereft Wic of Spain or, italy, 
would have been proud co have beer the 
Author of his Writings. Yet the heavicft 
Nations of Europe think they have aright of 
rallying the Switzers for their Duinefs, 
though there feems to be no other ground 
for it than that of the Poverty of their 
Country : for I am ape to think, that whac 
Juvenal {ays of fingle Perfons, 


Nil habet infelix paupertas duriusin fe, 
Quam quod ridicules homines facit, ——_——em ! 


will be found to be as true of whole Na- 
tions; and that a poor People like a poor 
Man appears to many an Obje& of Scorn— 
The Author obferves that the Peafants of 
Switzerland are excellent Husbandmen, whe 
know how to make the utmoft Advantage of 
an ungrateful Soil : So that by Application 
and Indultry, fome of them arrive at great. 
Riches for People of that Rank, it being no 
extraordinary Thing to fee a Farmer worth 
Forty or Fifty Thoufand Crowns. 
Switzerland is extremely Populous; and.the 
Author belicVes that the Women are the 
moft Fertile of any in Europe. Qne gene- 
rally fiads Nine or. Ten Children: in a Fami- 
ly, and fometimes double the Number, Nay,: 
there are Men, in more than one Canton, 
now alive, who have above an Hundred Per- 
fons of both Sexes defcended from. their 
Loyns, The.Catholick Cantons have the 
common Refuge of Convents, to eafe Farni- 


lies that are over-ftocked with ChiJdrea, ; but: 


among the Proteftants, thefe numerous Ofe. 
{prings are.very burthenfome, and make the 
richedt- Man feem poor,when his Eftate comes 
to be divided, equally among them, ac- 
cording to, their, Laws mentioned :by the 

X 2 Author 
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Author ia the Chapter of their Govern 
ment. 

Though grest Nambers of Children are 
very chargeable to Famihes, yet Marriage 
does no where fo univerfally obtain, as it 
does in Switzerland. And it is indeed made 
meceffery by their Laws; for among the 
Proteftants, mo Body can have any Bailliage, 
or other Employment of Prefit, that is not, 
or hes nor been Mariied So that, af they 
did not continually drain their Country, ‘by 
keeping Troops in Foreign Service, they 
would foon be fo much over-ftocked, in 
proportion to the Extent and Fertility of it, 
that in all probability they would breek in 
wpon their Neighbours in Swarms, or go 
farther to feck out new Seats, as their An- 
ceftors attempted to doin the time of Falies 
Cefsr, and as the Huns and other Northern 
Nations did upon the Declenfion of the 
Roman Empire. 

Te is obferved of che Switzers,that they 
learn the Langusge, and put on the Manners 
znd Fafhions of the Countries where they 
live, with greateafe. They ftudy them ae 

ft to render themfelves agreeable, and by 

rees make them habitual; fo that it is 
not difficulr to find our by the Air and Drefs 
of a Swifs Officer in what Country he ferves. 
Thofe thar ferve in Trance, for Example, ap- 
pear as d fferent in their Drefs and Humours 
from thofe that ferve in Hel/and, as if they 
were Two Nations. 

There are not wantirg in Switxzcrland 
Learned Menin the Prof Tions of Divinity 
and Law, efpecisiy-in the Univerfity of Ba- 


fl, and the Academies of Berne, Lanfanne, 


and Zurich; but generally fpeaking, their 
Clergymen are only Divines, and therr Law- 
yers mere Lawyers : Few are fp be found of 
an univerfal Knowledge, and as few that 
have a fine Tafte of Polite Learning. This 
Defe& does not proceed from want of Ge- 
nius in the People, but rether, as the Author 
thinks, from want of Leifure and Eafe in 
their Fortunes. 

The Switzers, feys the Author, have al- 
ways pafled in the World for great Drinkers, 
and ftill have that Charatter ; yet. I muft do 
them the Juftice to fay, that how well foe- 
verthey may havedcferved it formerly, it 
would be very unjuft to reproach them with 
it at prefent. The common People of moft 
Countries are apt to give into that Vice, and 


fo does the Swift Peafant; but for the Peo-' 
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ple of Fathion, whether Men of Bofinefs or 


of Pleafure; the Prattice of 1¢ is very rare 
amosg them, efpecially in the Cantons of 


Berne, Priburg, and Soleurre. They have in- 
deed Publick Feafts, and folemn Occafions 
of Rejoycing, wherein Excefles are commit- 
ted ; but cheir ordinary Habit and Courfe of 
Life is certainly very fober. 1 am not in- 
deed fo well acquainted with the way of li- 
ving in the other Cantons ; but by what I 
have heard of them, I may venture to affirm 
of the Switzers in general, that they are the 
leaft given to Drinking, of any Nation or 
Race of People fprung from the German 
Stock. 

Here follows the Chara&er of the Wo- 
men of Switzerland. They are generally 
{peaking, Handfome *, and Well-fhaped. 
They want no Charms either in their Per- 
fons or Converfation,efpecially in the Three 
Cantons of Berne, Frifurg, end Soleurre, 
where they receive Vifirs with the fame 
Freedom as in France; but in fome other 
Cantons, where they are not often allowed 
that Liberty, want of Pra€tice makes them 
alittle puzzled in their Behaviour to Stran- 
-. They have, generally f{peaking, the 

eputation of being Chaft, and certainly 
are good Houfe-wives ; but perhaps their 
Chaftity among the Proteftants, is as much 
owing to the Volitical Inftitutions of their 
Country, as to their Complexions and De- 
votion. Foras onthe one fide , aj! fcrious 
Gallantries pals for Crimes among them, 
much morée than in other Countries, and 


are punithed as {uch when found our ; fo on © 


the-orher, all Incentives to Love are in a 
manner retrenched. All Publick Spe‘Stacles, 
fuch as Plays and Opera’s, are forbid. There 
are no Balls or Dancing allowed, but in cafe 
of a Wedding ; and all fine Cloaths, with 
Silver or Gold, Jewels or Lace, are prohibi- 
ted to both Sexes. Thus the Temptations, 
to which the Womenare expofed, are fewer 
and weaker ; while the Motives to deter 
them, are more and ftronger than in other 
Countries. So that the Law and Cuftom, 
difcountenancing all Gallantry, and the ear- 
ly Cares of a Family taking up their Time 


a 





* The dathor obfcrves that the Wonren, who 
live in the Neighbourhood of the Mountain:, 
ave fubjc& to Wens, or {welled Throsts. 
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and Thoughts, there are few of them thac 
bufy themfelves in Love Intrigues, which 
feem to be the Effe& of Idlenefs and Lux. 
wry among the Women of other Coun- 
trices. 
. After ehefe Obfervations, Mr. Stamyan 
epitomizes the Chara&er of the Switzers in 
the following Words. They are, fays he, 
equally. Brave in Arms, and Faithfyl to their 
Engagements: They have more Efteem for 
the Mikhtary Virtues than for the Civil ones ; 
yet are defirous to live in a perpetual Peace 
themfelves, and to make War for others. 
They are perfeQly able, when united, to de- 
fend themiclves againft any Invader; but not 
in a Condition to make Conquefts upon their 
Neighbours, Their Country is crowded 
with People, which generally make the 
Riches of other Nations, but for want of 
Trade, increafe the Poverty of this Ie 
produces none of the Superfluities of Life, 
,and not enough of the Neceflaries; yet by 
the Advantage of their Situation , both are 
fupplied them by their Neighbours at rea- 
fonable Rates. It happens to be placed al- 
moft in the Center of Europe, without being 
thoroughly known; and they are courted for 
their Valour by fome of their Neighbours, 
who fcarce allow them any other good Qua- 
lity. One may fay of their Republicks, as 
of private Men: They are placed in a cer- 
tain Mediocrity of Fortune, which puts 
them below Envy, and above Contempr. 
One finds among them none of the gaudy 
Pleatures of Courts, but a great deal of the 
Satistafiion, which proceeds from,a quiet 
eafy Life. In thort, they have more Wir, 
aod perhaps Jefs Sincerity, than the World 
allows them; and feem to conceal fome of 
the Subtilties of the Jtalian under the Frank- 
nefs of the German. Their- Virtues are na- 
tural to them, and their Vices chiefly owing 
to the [emptations , which Men ftruggling 
with Difficulties are apt to fal] under. 

Mr. Stanyan proceeds to give an Account 
of the Religion of the Switzers. The Ca- 
tholick Switzers, fays he, are thought to be 
the moft zealous and bigoted in Europe , 
partly from the Tgnorance wherein they are 
educated, and partly from their Mixrure 
with the Proteftants. For it has been long 
obferved, that where the Two Religions are 
tolerated in the fame Country, the Enmity 
upon that Account is greater, than between 
the Profeflors of each, who are of different 
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Nations. Becaufe where People of different 
Perfuafions live together, and are obliged to 
have a continual Intercourfe one with ano- 
ther, the likelihood of a Converts is 
tees from the Propenfity of the common 

eople to reafon among themfelves about 
Religious Matters. The Clergy thevefore, 
to prevent thefe Defertions among their 
Flocks, take more pains to raife the Averfion 
and Horror of the People againft the Reli- 
gion of their Adverfaries, than in a Country 
where there is but one Religion profeffed. 
From which Reafon it proceeds, that the 
Roman Catholicks in Switzerland do really 
entertain moft frightful Ideas of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, and a& in purfuance of 
them, upon any Queftion that arifes about 
it. 

It were to be wifhed, that the Proteftants 
agreed, like the Catholicks, in Do&rine and 
Difcipline, as well as in one common Name ; 
but they.are unhappily fo divided into feve- 
ral Branches, that the general Denomination 
of Proteftants does not fufficiently denote 
the Species. The Proteftant Cantons are of 
the Reformed Religion, as it was eftablifhed 
in France, and as it now fubfifts in Holland, 
both in DoStrine and Difcipline. They em- 
braced the Reformation at che fame time, that 
the great Revolution in Religion happened. 
While Luther preached in Germany,and Ca!vin 
at Geneva, Zuinglius, O.colampadius, Bucer, Bul- 
linger, and others, were carrying on the 
fame Work at Zurich, Bafl, and other Parts of 
Switzerland. There was at that time fo ge- 
neral a Difpofition to fhake off the Yoke of 
Papacy, and reform the Abules crept into 
the Romi{b Religion, that itis highly pro- 
bable , the Change would have been univer. 
fal in that Country, if the Controverfy had 
been decided by Scripture and Reafon. But 
the Catholicks not thinking fit to truft their 
Caule to the Force of Argument, had re- 
courfe to the beft Expedient, Arms, and 
made War upon fuch as embraced the New 
Opinions, asthey were then called; where 
in they were fo fuccefsful, that chey got the 
better of the Proteftants, particularly in a 
Bartel foughe at Coppelen in 1531. by which 
means they ftopt the Progrefs of the Refor- 
mation, reducing by Force +o the Romifb 
Religion many who had deferted it, and fix- 
ing others that were wavering. Notwithe 
ftanding which Succefs, more Battels were 
fought between them before they could come 
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to any Agreement. At Iaft both Parties 
growing weary of the Civil War, a Religious 
Pecification was made, by which it was 
among other things ftipulared, * That every 
** Canton fhould regukte Religious Matters, 
“as it thought fit, in its own Dominion, 
‘* each retaining the Religion it then profef- 
‘« fed, and engaging not to moleft any of the 
“ orhersupon that Account’. This Agree- 
ment was made in 1531. 

There is no Toleration in the Proteftant 
Cantons: Every body muft conform to the 
Eftablifhed Religion of the Canton, or leave 
the Country, though they be Natives They 
are not fo void of Chriltian Charity, as to 
imprifon, or infli& corporal Punifhments on 
thofe who diflent from them; bur they 
oblige them co retire out of the Country, 
with ful! Liberty however of SELLING 
THEIR ESTATES, and carrying their Lf- 
fetts along with them 

The Proteftant Cantons have not been 
much troubled with Settaries fince the Re- 
formation ; fo that their Endeavours to efta- 
blifh an Uniformity, both in Do‘irine and 
Difcipline, have been hitherto very fuccefs- 
ful ; yer they have not been totally freed 
frorn them: And in the Canton of Berne 
pacticularly, Two SeSs have fprung up, 
which would probably have fpread further, 
if they had not been crufhed in the Begin. 
ing. One of them is called the Pietifts, and 
the other the Anabsptifts. The former pre- 
tend only ro a greater Sanftity of Life, and 
Purity of Manners, than their Neighbours. 
They abftain from che publick Worthip of 
the Church, fome ‘urder the humble Pre- 
tence of Unworthinefs to appear in God's 
Foufe ; and others, becaufe they fay they 
cannot edify by the Preachings of Worldly. 
minded Men, whofe Lives are a Contradi- 
&ion to their Dottrines. Mr. Stanyan bas no 
good Opinion of thofe Pietif#s: They feem 
(fays he) co be a Se& of Ancient Hypocrites, 
revived under another Name; for thofe, who 
have obferved their Manners, find moft of 
them to be puffed up with Spiritual Pride, 
and fraudulent in their Dealings, making 
ufe of the Mask of Religion, the better to 
furprife the eafy and credulous. Such of 
them, as ufed to go about dogmatizing, in 
order to make Converts, have been banithed ; 
but chote that keep their Opinions to them. 
felves, are not taken notice of. 
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. As for the Anabaprifts, their Se& is noe 
new in the World, but was foin the Canton 
Of Berne, till of late Years, when. it began 
to make fo confiderable a Progrefs among 
the common fort of People, that the Sove. 
reign was forced to interpofe his Authority, 
in order to puta ftoptoit. They have two 
‘Tenets, whereof one renders them obnoxious 
to all Sovereigns, and the other makes them 
particularly unfit to be fuffered in Switzer. 
lind. The firft-is, that they do not willing- 
ly acknowledge the Power of Magiftrares, or 
take an Oath of Fidelity to the Sovereign, ag 
a Pledge of their Obedience: And the Se. 
cond,-that they bold it utterly unlawful to 
bear Arms, even in Defence of their Coun. 
try This laft Opinion is not only de- 
ftruétive of the End, for which publick So. 
cieiies Of Men were inftiruted, which was 
Self prefervation, but is more particularly 
dangerous in Switzerland In moft other 
Countries, the Sovereigns have ftanding 
Troops in conftant Pay, ready to be em- 
ployed in their Defence, when it is neceffa. 
ry; buc inthis, they keep no regular Troops 
on foor, and rely entirely on their Militia; 
fo that if this Opinion, of the Unlawfulnefs 
of bearing Arms, fhould prevail, they would 
become a Society of Non-refifting Chrifti- 
ans, who muft neceffarily fall a Prey to the 
firft Invader. And in Fa&,the Government 
of Berne perceived, that feveral of their 
Peafants, who were enrolled in their Militia, 
began to excufe themfelves, upon Scruples 
of Confcience, from marching when they 
were commanded: So that it was thoughr 
high time to puta ftop to this growing Evil; 
which, if it had fpread, muft have ended in 
the Diffolution of their State. Therefore 
they began to apply the Remedy, by banifh- 
ing all their Teachers, and putting a Price 
upon the Heads of fuch of them, as fhould 
be found in the Country after a certain Time, 
declaring, they fhould, in Cafe of Difobedi- 
ence, be punifhed with Death. Some of 
them, upon this Proclamation, retired out 
of the Country ; whereof a few reourned in 
a fhort Space of Time, and were executed, 
as faft as they could be apprehended. But 
the Sovereign finding , that other Teachers 
{prung up daily in the room of thofe that 
were banifhed, and yet thinking it too cruel 
to put People to Death for Matters of Con- 
{cience, refolved to go tothe Bottom of the 
Evil, by banifhing all Anabaptifts in a oe 
ome 
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Some of them left their Country voluntarily, 
and others were carried by Force; fo that 
feveral Hundreds have been fent abroad at 


_differenttimes. The lait Convoy of them, 


confifting of above Three Hundred, awas fent 
to Holland about Three Years ago; fince 
which Time, there has been no more Talk 


‘of them in the Canton of Berne, and the 


Sect feems to be quite extinguifhed there. 
The moft plaufible Realons alledged by 
them for not tolerating Protefiant Diilenters, 
are grounded only upon Political. Confidera- 
tions. They fay, that if they fhould tole. 
rate them, their powerful Neighbours of 
the Romifh Church would perhaps from 
thence take Occafion to demand a Yolerati- 
on of Catholicks ; that it is found by Expe- 
rience, that no Controverfies aie handled 
with fo much Warmth, es Religious ones ; 
that thofe Sorts of Diiputes ever have an 
iifluence upon the State, which, though 
managed with never fo muct Moderation , 
raife Parties that mult neceffrily weaken ir, 
and when pufhed with Violnce, as they ge- 
nerally are, often endanger he Subverfion of 
the Government; that the Catholick Can. 


_ tons are continually upon ne Watch, to take 


Advantage of them, and fould not fail to 
fupport he Diffenters agawt the Eftablifhed 


. Church, to. gain a Parts fo their Incercft, 


and to play the Two P ties one againit the 
other, in order toruin re Whole. For thete 
and other Reafons, tl¥ fay, it is incon. 
(iftent both with theivaward and outward 
Security, confidering ter Situation, to to. 
lerate Diffenters in ‘eit Country. They 
grant indeed, that ifivers Sects had taken 
root among them fr the Time of the Ke. 
formation, and gro¥ together witb it, they 
fhould not think irtt to extirpace them by 
violent Mean:. B fince there has been a 
rerfe& Uniform! ©f Worfnip from that 
‘time, they thirthemicives fufficiently au. 
thorized, ty Dine and Human Laws, to 
crufh any Set its Infancy, which, if left 
to it felf, won infallibly produce a Schifm 
in the Church"d Divilions in the State. 
Thefe Obwations are fufficient to raife 
the Curioftef thofe , who have not fren 
Mr. Stanyar Book... I thall conclude with 
Three or F Remarks. The Readers will 
be. very wepleafed with that Part of bis 


Work , wherein he gives an Account of the 
Militia of the Canton of Berne, and fhews 
upon what foet it ftands. He unfolds the 
Government of Switzerland with great Abi-
